The foods now on order for 
January delivery include 24 car- 
loads of potatoes, 6 carloads of 
canned tomato juice, and 3 car- 
loads of concentrated' orange 

The potatoes, purchased in the 
price support program adminis- 
tered by the Department, may be 
distributed to any school serving 
school lunches. The tomato and 
orange juices will be distributed 
only to schools participating in 
the cooperative National School 
Lunch Program. This program is 
operated locally through the Ken- 
tucky State Department of Edu- 
cation.

age and production of crops in 
Kentucky indicates greater than 
average production of practically 
all crops in 1946 according to the 
Louisville office of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. 

Only wheat, barley, sweet po- 
tatoes, commercial apples and all 
pears were short of the ten-year 
(1935-1944) average production. 

A record corn crop of nearly 
82 million bushels is approxi- 
mately 19 per cent above last 
year and 24 per cent above aver- 
age. 

Tobacco of all types in Ken- 
tucky at 475,535,000 pounds com- 
pares with 434,485,000 pounds in 
1945 and a ten-year average pro- 
duction of only 317,219,000 
pounds. 

Oats, threshed or cut ripe for 
feeding, exceeded 1945 produc- 
tion by 46 per cent, while soy- 
beans, for beans, were 63 per 
cent over last year and more than 
three and a half times the ten- 
year average production. 

Seed crops were well above 
average as were Irish potatoes, 
rye and peaches. Total hay pro- 
duction, including annual le- 
gumes, was below last year's rec- 
ord crop but still 48 per cent 
above average. 

Yields per acre of nearly all 
crops exceeded last year and 
average, due, in part, to the gen- 
erally favorable weather condi- 
tions and the increased use of 
hybrids and improved strains and 
varieties.

Quick ! Slop Thai 
Fire In Time! 

The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters has issued rules to 
be observed by hotel guests in 
case of fire. Knowing what to do 
and deliberate action when fire is 
discovered may mean the differ 
ence between life and death for 
those who find themselves in any 
type of large building in which a 
fire is raging. 

Ten rules, submitted 
Underwriters to be applied by 
hotel guests hi case of fire, 
as follows: v 

1. Upon arriving at your hotel 
room, investigate all possible 
means of emergency exit 

2. Read carefully any instruc- 
tions to guests posted in room. 

3. Be as careful in a hotel as 
you would be in your own home. 
Do not smoke in bed. 

4. If you detect smoke or evi- 
dence of fire give immediate in- 
formation to the management. 

5. Close transom door at once. 

6. Take time to plan your exit. 

7. Feel the door before you 
open it. If it does not feel hot, 
open it slightly. Hold head away, 
brace door with foot. Put hand 
across opening to test heat of air. 

8. If hallway appears safe, use 
the already-planned exit. 

9. If hallway is not safe, stop 
up any openings or cracks by 
which smoke may enter, using 
wet towels, sheets, blankets, mat- 
esses, etc. 

10. Open window slightly and 
stay near it. Keep calm, avoid 
hysteria. Do not jump out. Many 
lives have been saved by closing 
doors and transoms, blocking all 
openings for hot air and gases 
from hallway, and calmly await- 
• g rescue. 

Before fire strikes the home or 
office, everyone should inform 
themselves as to how to notify 
their fire department. The fire 
department telephone number 
should be conspicuously in 

snce near your phone. 

When fire strikes these things 
should be done in order and ir 

Notify the fire departmnet im- 
mediately. 
Get everybody out of the house 
- building. 

Give specific directions to the 
fire department as to the fire's 
location. Don't give fire a head- 
start by trying to fight it your- 
self. Call first for help from your 
fire department— then use your 
first aid fire appliances.

Oregon's new law equalizes ed- 
ucational opportunities and stab- 
ilizes year-to-year school financ- 
ing. This idea seems to be bet- 
ter than fixing limits for long 
stretches, because the cost of liv- j 
ing fluctuates and state govern- 
ments should act accordingly. 

Utah has established new 
school standards to be maintain- 
ed by state funds and allotted 
all state income taxes to the 
public school fund. 

A few state legislatures have 
voted down measures to improve 
public schools. But most 
can be counted on to reverse 
themselves in the near future, 
because it is a matter of either 
raising more funds or seeing 
their schools sink lower and lov- 
er. 

California's lift is from $93,- 
000,000 a year for school pur- 
poses to $138,000,000. The poorer 

wealthy Golden State. They can, 
however, increase their school 
revenue according to their re- 
sources. Kentucky's average n- 
crease per county or school dis- 
trict is. proportionately, very 
close to the California gain. Be- 
fore our legislature acted last 
winter we were third from the 
bottom in money spent per class- 
room. Mississippi was $400, 
Arkansas $500, Alabama and Ken- 
tucky $700. Georgia came nex 
with $800. At the top was New 
York with $4,100 per classroom. 
These were averages. The ex- 
treme low in the United States 
was $100 per classroom. 

In the last three months the 
press of the nation has given 
more attention to our declining 
schools than it ever gave before 
in any ten-year period, 
much will come of tt. 

But getting more money for 
teachers will not solve the coun- 
try's educational problem com- 
pletely. The people must be 
around to the necessity of co- 
operating with school boards, 
superintendents, principals and 
teachers. 

Here in Kentucky the public 
for the most part was absorbed 
in less important things while 
the schools drifted steadily ' 
ward the bow-wows.

How does one become a Chris- 
tian? This was the question of Nlco- 
demus, and it Is the question in the 
hearts and minds of thousam" 
every generation. The answi 
clear and definite. 

The only entrance into the Chris- 
tian life Is by the door of the 
birth. Regeneration is the act of 
God whereby the divine nature is 
imparted to the believing sinner and 
he becomes the child of God. 
who has not entered by this way 
has not entered at all. He Is still 
dead in trespasses and sins, with- 
out God and without hope (Eph. 
1:1, 12). 

The Pharisees who looked for 
the coming of the Messiah as i 
ular conqueror wondered at this 
new spiritual leader. It was prob- 
ably as much on their behalf s 



quire of Jesus. In answering his 
questions Jesus reveals the neces- 
sity, the nature, and the method of 
regeneration. 

I. The New Birth-a Necessity 
(w. 1-7). 

Our Lord's visitor was a man oi 
distinction and standing In the com- 
munity, but Jesus was not unduly 
impressed by the dignity and high 
station of his visitor, nor by the vis- 
itor's courteous aknowledgme 
his own position as a great teacher. 
With decisive boldness Jesus de- 
clares that this man, a cultured 
and distinguished ruler of the Jews, 
must be born again, if he is to see 
the kingdom of God. 

God is no respecter of persons. 
The doctor of divinity must be born 
again Just as much as the Illiterate 
fisherman. D. L. Moody once 
that he was thankful it was to such 
a man as NIcodemus that Jesus 
presented the necessity of the 
birth, or men would have said 
only the down-and-outer neede 
be saved. 

Two reasons are given by 
Lord for the "must" of versi 
(1) The kingdom of God Is a i 
itual kingdom and cannot be en- 
tered by way of our human no 
and (2) "that which is bom of the 
flesh Is flesh" and Is radically and 
essentially bad. To learn why that 
is true read Jeremiah 13:23 and 
Galatians 5:19-21. 

Scripture on this point Is almost 
diametrically opposed to much of 
the teachings in our schools and 
colleges. But God's Word is right; 
let us follow it 

II. The New Birth— » Mystery 
(w. 8-11). 

God has graciously revealed to 
us "all things that pertain unto life 
and godliness, through the knowl- 
edge" of Christ (II Pet. 1:3). But 
it Is true— and we say quite appro- 
priately true — that he bas some 
things hidden in his own blessed 
counsels. We know the experience 
of the new birth. We see the blessed 
results of regeneration. But what 
actually takes place Is a divine 
mystery, not fathomable by human 
reason. Those who insist that all 
spiritual truth be put through the 
little norm of their intelligence will 
never understand it or receive its 
blessing (I Cor. 2:14). 

The striking Illustration of the 
life-giving and energizing wind 
used by our Lord is most illuminat- 
ing. Wind is unseen, but the re- 
sults of its movement are evident. 
Even so the spiritual rebirth of men 
is an enigma to the worldly man, 
but even he can see its results in 
godly living. 

We know that regeneration is not 
only a possibility, but an actuality, 
a fact; in truth, the greatest of all 

III. The New Blrth—a Reality 

(vv. 16. 17). 
Just as there was healing and 
the uplifted serpent 
(Num. 21:8), so 
there is life for a look at the Cruci- 
fied One. Faith receives God's per- 
provision for sin. 
rse 18 may well be regarded 
the greatest sentence in the 
test Book In the world. It 
ents the whole plan of salva- 
-its source. Its ground, its re- 
cipients, its condition, and its re- 

This glorious salvation Is for all 

len — "whosoever" — but some re- 
ject It. Notice that God does not 
condemn them. Their own evil 
works and desires condemn them 
(vv. 17-20). God In his grace is 
ready and willing to save, but men 
love '•darkness rather than light," 
for their works are evil. 

Our tender, loving heavenly Fath- 
er has no desire to condemn any- 
one. The man or woman who falls 
under his condemnation of sin does 
so by choice. God's desire is that 
all should be saved.

Chemical Tests Show 
When Soil Needs Lime 

When chemical tests show soil 
i be slightly acid, lime is need- 
ed for alfalfa and sweet clover, 
according to the Kentucky Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station. 
Lime is not needed for red clover 

other legumes, but 
increase their growth. 

When tests show soil to be 
moderately acid, lime is needed 
for alfalfa, sweet clover, red 
clover, alsike clover and white 
Lime also would be bene- ' 
ficial for soybeans, lespedeza, 
legume 

general farm crops, mainly in- 
directly through promoting 
growth of legumes. Tobacco 
would not be directly benefited 
by applications of lime. 

When tests show the soil to 
be strongly acid, lime is needed 
for all general farm crops, says 
the Station. 

When liming is needed, the 
Experiment Station recommends 
applying two tons an acre, with 
perhaps one or two tons more 
every six to 10 years. More than 
this may be needed in growing 
alfalfa or sweet clover. 

SLAG BEATS LIMESTONE | 

A comparison of the use of 
slag and limestone as fertilizer 
on the farm of Joe L. Payne in 
Graves County showed the value 
of the former.
